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Sadao Suzuki* : A new variety of Sasaella Sawadai 
(Makino) Makino ex Koidzumi**

var. aobayamana S. Suzuki, var. nov. 

A typo vaginis foliorum pilis minutis puberulis differt. 

Culmi circiter 1.5-2 m alti, 6-8 mm in diametro, ex quoque nodo ramos 
plerumque 3 emittentes. Vaginae culmorum fere glabrae vel interdum pilis 
longis deciduis parcissime pilosae, apice parvi-appendiculatae. Internodia 
pilis retrorsis minutisque puberula. Nodi leviter incrassati, glabri. Vaginae 
foliorum pilis minutis patentibus dense puberulae. Folia in apice culmi et 
ramorum 4-8, lanceolata vel lineari-oblonga, 18-23 cm longa, 3-4 cmlata, basi 
rotundata apice subsubito acuminata, membranacea vel chartacea, supra pilis 
brevibus vel longis pilosa, infra pilis brevibus pubescentia. Setae orales 
radiatae. 

Nom. Jap.: Aobayama-zasa (nov.). 

Hab. Japonia. Honshu. Rikuzen: Fukazawa in colle Aobayama, urbe 
Sendai (S. Suzuki, no. 9531, 14 Jul. 1976—typus in Herb. Univ. Tokioensis; 
N. Utaka, 18 Dec. 1975). 

This plant is most closely allied to Sasaella Sawadai (Makino) Makino 
ex Koidzumi especially in having 3 branches to a node, glabrous culm- 
sheaths and leaves pubescent beneath. While S. Sawadai has glabrous leaf- 
sheaths, the plant has densely puberulous ones. Therefore, I regard the 
plant as a new variety of S. Sawadai.
